Town’s Historic Events 


Recorded In Headlines 
Of Townsman For 1952 


The many important happenings that enter into the 1952 annals of 
the town may be gleaned from a review of the headlines in The 
Townsman for the year just closing, 

Among the highlights it is noted that natural gas came to Andover 
last March; off-street parking was authorized for land in the rear of 
the Shaw property and it is expected that it will be used early next 
year; the tax rate jumped $4 to $44; two new schools were opened 
but the need of more school facilities was seen by the rapid increase 
in our school population; a record number of 7689 votes were cast at 
the presidential election; bus fares were increased, and the town’s 
ancient elm trees were sprayed from the air by helicopter. 


Other items that scored top bill- 
ing in The Townsman included the 
following: Police Chief George A. 
Dane, honored ata testimonial last 
March for his effective work in 
keeping crime at a minimum, died 
unexpectedly at his home in Bal- 
lardvale Nov. 29 and was honored 
by the presence of a large number 
of police, city and town officials 
at his funeral; Coach Walter C. 
Roberts quit Punchard for Belmont 
high and Edward Doherty, a local 
son, was elected in his place; 
Andover entered a team in the 
Little League and later a team in 
the Junior league; and St. Augus- 
tine’s parish observed its 100th 
anniversary»
